m  t  will  be  an  international  event.  On  12 

■  November  at  Tattersall's,  four  men  and 
four  women  will  be  going  for  Australian 
and  Commonwealth  weightlifting 
records  in  the  leadup  to  the  World 
Championship  in  Athens,  18-28  November. 

Weightlifters  will  be  aiming  for  a  standstill 
performance,  but  make  no  mistake,  what  you 
will  also  be  watching  is  speed.  The  'Snatch'  is 
one  of  the  fastest  movements  in  sport.  The 
bar  is  taken  from  the  ground  to  full  arm's 
length  overhead  in  a  single  sweep.  Technically 
difficult  and  achingly  precise,  some  will  be 
lifting  over  double  their  bodyweight. 
Competition  in  the  'Clean  and  Jerk'  will  see 
even  more  extraordinary  weights  lifted  through 
two  stages. 

Pure  grunt  power  may  stirr  the  ranks 
amongst  those  who  reach  the  top,  but  the 


sport  of  weightlifting  is  something  that 
takes  years  of  dedication  to  perfect.  "The 
Snatch  is  one  of  the  most  technically 
explosive,  sneaky  movements  and  lifters  who 
have  been  training  between  six  and  eight 
years  can  still  miss  it,"  says  Luke  Borreggine, 
Australian  Men's  National  Coach  and  1996 
Olympic  Head  Coach,  who  is  overseeing  the 
night.  "Weightlifting  is  very  demanding,"  he 
adds,  then  describes  an  elite  level  routine 
which  involves  training  twice  a  day,  five  times 
a  week  using  a  selection  of  more  than  100 
different  exercises.  "Lots  of  squatting,  pulling 
motions,  technical  work,  shoulder  work  and 
abdominal  work." 

Luke  argues  that  men  get  into  weightlifting 
as  a  show  and  test  of  strength.  As  for  himself, 
he  was  a  basketball  player  who  needed  to  put 
on  weight.  And  the  women,  who  will  get  their 


first  chance  to  compete  in  the  2000 
Olympics?  Luke  recommends  asking  them 
yourself,  but  also  warns  not  to  underrate 
them.  "On  a  weight  ratio  the  degree  of 
difficulty  is  on  par  for  both  men  and  women." 

A  fine  dining  three  course  menu  will  also  be 
sen/ed  and  memorabilia  auctioned  in  between 
watching  some  of  the  best  competition  since 
super  weight  Dean  Lucan's  infamous  1984 
Olympic  Gold  and  Stefan  Botev's  1996 
Olympic  Bronze.

brought  the  first  motel  to  Australia '  "I  went  to  America  and 
realised  the  hotels  we  had  in  this  country  were  shockers"; 
and  the  ^'st  supermarket  -  "I  brought  the  first  trolley  wheels 
back  in  my  bag  from  America". 

He  has  also  been  heavily  involved  with  community 
service  for  which  he  was  awarded  his  0AM.  Also  active  in 
Rotary,  he  has  been  President  and  awarded  a  Paul  Harris 
Medal.  Just  a  couple  of  the  firsts  here  have  been  building 
the  first  Scout  Hall  at  Trinity  Grammar  and  setting  up  the 
first  school  building  fund  trust.  Through  his  efforts  he 
convinced  the  Tax  Commissioner,  about  30  years  ago,  to 
allow  taxation  deductions  for  school  building  fijnds  which 
still  exists  today. 

John  Cambridge  has  been  retired  now  lor  1 8  years,  not 
that  it's  easy  to  tell.  He  spent  three  years  raising  the  money 
to  restore  St  Andrews  Cathedrai,  and  more  recently 
convinced  Kelloggs  to  sponsor  breakfast  at  Cleveland  St 
High  School  and  organised  a  Careers  Officer.  Plus  there's 
an  international  business  project  on  the  boil. 

Wien  it  comes  to  sport,  John  was  probably  one  of  the 
first  corporate  heads  to  realise  the  benefits  of  exercise. 
Which  is  why  he  became  a  Tattersall's  Member  40  years 
ago.  "Anyone  with  a  sedentary  job  is  better  off  and  I'm  sure 
it  does  help  mentally." 

Over  the  years  he's  seen  the  Club  pool  get  bigger  and 
the  gym  equipment  become  first  class.  In  his  2.5  hours  he 
covers  a  circuit  that's  been  personally  patterned  for  him. 
His  favourite:  the  leg  press.  “Wall  your  knees  aren1  as 
powerful  as  you  get  older,"  John  reasons.  To  end  with 
another  first,  John  Cambridge  was  probably  the  first,  if  not 
only,  Tatf  s  Member  to  play  cricket  with  Sir  Donald  Bradman.

time  was,  the  corporate  lunch  was  an  almost  necessary  excuse  for  excess. 
Restaurants  like  Tre  Scalini  in  East  Sydney  were  renowned  for  having 
tables  booked  by  media  moguls  Kerry  Packer  and  Rupert  Murdoch  for 
separate  deals  that  went  on  into  dinner  entree  time.  Now  in  the  get-serious 
90s  their  sons  James  and  Lachlan  might  still  turn  up  but  they're  out-of-there 
quick  and  there's  plenty  of  competition  for  their  corporate  lunch  dollar. 

"It's  become  too  competitive  in  Sydney.  People  expect  good  food,"  says 
Guillaume  Brahimi.  "I  would  say  Sydney  is  second  only  to  Paris  in  terms  of 
world-class  food.  Now  there  are  more  and  more  restaurants,  especially  in  the 
CBD,"  he  adds.  "Well  look  around,  we're  here  at  the  Quay  (formerly  Bilsons) 
and  Rockpool,  Level  41  and  Bel  Mondo  are  all  only  a  walk  away." 

During  the  80s  Guillaume  was  honing  his  craft  at  the  famous  Robuchon 
restaurant  in  Paris,  but  he  does  know  what  the  business  lunch  means  here 
today.  "They're  still  eating  out  as  much,  but  it  is  much  more  executive  than  it 
was  before.  More  international.  And  they  go  back  to  work,"  says  Guillaume. 
"They  want  to  be  in  at  12.30pm  and  out  by  2pm  and  still  have  two  courses." 

All  of  this  means  menus  and  wine  lists  have  had  to  adapt  to  cope  with  the 
speed  without  lowering  the  quality.  "You  do  this  by  designing  a  menu  that  you 
don't  have  to  spend  40  minutes  cooking.  I  find  people  want  light  seafood. 
Whole  fried  deboned  whiting  is  a  big  seller.  Plus  we  must  have  a  good 
selection  of  wine  by  the  glass."
